There are three words a- 
mongſt others, which. the 
Grecians haue giuen, to fig- 
nifie Religion : the one fig- 
nifies right or true worſhip. 
It is not. enough ro haue 
knowledge,norto belecuc in 
God, though theſe are neuer 
ſeucred from Religion : but 
there muſt be a worſhip, and 
this worſhip muſt not be cue- 
rie worſhip, but a rrue wor- 
ſhip. Another of theſe words 
fignifies the worſhip of God, 
{o that in this name of Reli- 
gion, is included a worſhip, 
urnot the worſhip of man,

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the worſhip of God. 
The third word is thought 
totake its deriuatio from the 
name of the Thracians,and is 
vicd by the Apoſtle in the 
firſt Chapter —_ his E- 
piſtle. But becauſe the per- 
feteſt knowledge man can 
haue of any thing,is fromthe 
cauſes thereof, therefore it 
will not be amiſle for the vn- 
derſtanding ofthe nature of 
Religion,to inquire into the 
cauſes of it more at large , 
ſom of which are ſhortly c6-

'man does in obedience to 
the Law, which no man can 
doe of himſclte, but muſt re- 
'ceiue a new forme put-ypon 
' him, and himſelfe, and that 
[naturall will, which is in its 
[ſelfe aiue, mult be meerely 
paſſiue : wherein is the diffe- 
rence betweene the . Papiſt 
and the Proteſtant : the one 
ſaycs a man doth cooperate

tient. In the beginning of the 
world God made a Coas, a 
rude indigeſted ſubſtance , 
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which had an actiue power 
in it ſelfe, bur in relation to 
the ſeuerall formes God pur 
vpon it, was a meerc patient, 
So plants haue a vegeratiue 
and growing forme , bur 
in regard of that ſenfitiue
